WASHINGTON, May 27.—Credit 
for election of President Hoover 
was given to the churches and 
temperance organizations by Deets 
Pickett, ‘representing the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, in testimony 
today before the. Senate Lobby 
Committee. The statement, which 
appeared in one of the board’s pub- 
lications, read: 

“The bald truth is that the in- 
efficiency of the Republican polit- 
ical organization in this campaign 
was startling. 

“Except for the counsel of Sena- 
tor Curtis, the Republican manage-

He testified that the board had 
been active in presenting to the 
public the prohibition views of Al- 
fred E. Smith and contended this 
was a “moral’’ question and not a 
political one. 

He was directed to return tomor- 
row for further questioning. 

Senator.Caraway asked whether 
the board concerned itself “with 
any problems before Congress.” 

“If it pertains to moral prob- 
lems,’”” he replied, saying his or- 
ganization was interested in pro- 
hibition. and gambling. — 

“Gambling in stocks?’’ inquired 
Caraway. “I don’t know much 
about that, it might be a good 
thing if we did.” 

‘Pickett said the annual receipts

20,000 Persons Parade at San Se- 
bastian in Protest Against 
Closing of Casinos.

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, May 
27.—Seventeen persons were in- 
jured, fheluding two policemen, in 
rioting: this noon caused by a de- 
mand for resumption of gambling 
in the San Sebastian casino. None 
of the injuries was serious. Later 
mounted forces . charged. the 
crowds, firing into them, and added 
considerably to the casualties. 

The casinos were suppressed un- 
der the Primo de.

IN ROBBERY CHECKED; 


IT TOTALS $220,000

Washington boulevard, told a re- 
porter he visited the bank yester- 
day morning and was unable to 
find even the deposit box which 
had contained his valuables. He 
returned today, he said, and found 
the box, with $10,000 worth of 
stock and bonds intact, his only 
loss being $32.50 in gold coins. 

In their investigation, city. de- 
tectives yesterday arrested a book- 
maker wth headquarters near the 
bank. He laughed at their sug- 
gestion that he knew anything 
about the burglary, but he was 
held for investigation. Barnholtz, 
the hotel keeper, whose box was 
selected in a tier otherwise. undis- 
turbed, was questioned Sunday and 
required to post $60,000 bond 
pending investigation. 

Why Police Were Withdrawn. 

Gifford Herbert, cashier of the 
bank, explained today why he told 
police three days before the rob- 
bery to discontinue a police guard 
which had been maintained con- 
tinuously at the bank since the 
vauit door was removed. 

“We hired Max Seufert, an expe- 
rienced man, as inside night watch- 
man because we did not want to 
impose on the Police Department,” 
Herbert said. ‘“‘When Seufert had 
learned his way about, I notified 
Capt. Wetzel that the detail was 
no longer needed. We figured that 
with Seufert and the neighborhood 
private watchman, Pat Hartnett, 
we had plenty of protection. 

*‘Hartnett made his headquarters 
in the bank and kept his clothes 
there. It was his duty to stay on 
the job until an officer of the bank 
arrived. I have taken him to task 
for leaving early.”’ 

Seufert told police he finished ; 
his night’s work and departed at 
4:55 a. m., leaving Hartnett in the 
bank. Hartnett said he left at 
6:15 a. m. The robbers, it ap- 
peared, entered after Hartnett de- 
parted. When William. Brittin, 
vault custodian, and Benjamin 
Strozier, Negro porter, appeared 
later in the safe deposit depart- 
ment, they were seized by masked 
men, bound and gagged.

HALTS GAMBLING 


West Wing of of Madison 
County Gaming Resort Is 
.Dark for the First Time 
in 14 Months. 


Like any other business, gamb- 
ling houses have thelr ups and 
downs, literally as well as figura- 
tively. They open up and. they 
Close down—when a grand jury is 
called. 

For the first time since its open- 
ing. 14 months ago, the west wing 
of the Mounds Country Club, $90,- 
000 temple of the Goddess of 
Chance on the Collinsville road," is 
dark at night. 

The green dice tables were 
brushed and covered with their 
black slips following a good play 
Saturday night which extended 
well into the hours of Sunday.

Leaving the saloon, Bauer said 
he took the revolver from Weber 
and hid it in a shed behind the 
saloon, where policemen found it.

The idea was fathered by the 
now famous Calcutta Jockey 
Club p?ol, originally chartered as 
a means of financing an officers’ 
racing club in Calcutta, India. 
The Calcutta club lacked funds 
and the idea of selling the pools 
and taking out a percentage for 
the maintenance of the club was 
developed in a smal] way. The 
idea became popular, however, 
and long after the Jockey Club 
had reached affluence through 
this method of financing, the 
public demanded its continuance.

The enormous sums realized in 
recent years have led to attempts 
to copy this idea in this country 
and a pool on the Kentucky 
Derby and another on the Arua 
Caliente Handicap were abortive 
imitations.

Their Own Labor Unions Upheld 
By United States Supreme Court 


Men to Form: 


Decision; Written by Hughes, Sustains Injunc- 
tion Barring Southern Pacific From Or- 
 eanizing Company Groups.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
establishment of a “yellow dog 
union” by a railroad company for 
the purpose of disrupting a récos- 


be illegal under the railway labor 
act, in a striking opinion rendered 
yesterday by the United States &u- 
preme Court. 

The Court set an importani pre- 


cedent by holding that the right of 
employes to be represented by 
agents of their own free choosing 
constitutes a distinct property in- 
terest which the courts are bound 
to protect. 
Except for the fact that Justice 
McReynolds was unable to partici- 
pate, the decision was unanimous. 
It makes permanent an injunc- 
tion issued against the Texus -& 
New Orleans Railroad, one of the 
Southern Pacific lines, by Federal 
Judge J. C. Hutcheson of Houston, 
Tex. The road is restrained from 
taking any measures to compel 
employes to, join a ‘company 
union” and his orders to reinstate 
employes who were discharged for 
refusing to join such a union. 
Any attempt to interfere with the 
organization of employes, and the 
choice of persons to represent 
them in dealing with the company, 
is enjoined. 
Parker Fight Reealled. 

The opinion evoked vivid recol- 
lections of the recent debate in the 
Senate, which ended in the rejec- 
tion of Judge John J. Parker for 
the Supreme Court. One of the 
principal objections to Parker was 
his decision upholding an injunc- 
tion granted under “yellow deg” 
contracts which coal miners had 
been required to sign. It was 


low dog” principle had been up- 
held. by the Supreme Court—a con- 
tention which was disputed then, 
and which seems even more doubt- 
ful in’ the light of yesterday's de- 
cision. 


Curiously enough the shoe in 
this instance was on the other foot, 
the injunction having been issiied 
against.the employer instead of 
the employes. Incidently the de- 
cision was a remarkable victory for 
Donald Richberg, noted labor law- 
yer and authority on valuation 
cases, who wrote the provision ci 
the railway Jabor act under which 
the case was brought, and then 
successfully defended its constitu- 
tionality before the Supreme Court. 
The Texas & New Orleans had a 
contract with the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks. In an effort to 
terminate this relationship, it pro- 
moted the organization of a “yel- 
low dog union,” sometimes cuiled 
a “company . union.” Employes 
who refused to leave the brother- 
hood and join the “yellow dog 
union” were discriminated acninst, 
and in some instancés discharzed. 
Richberg, representing the 
brotherhood, applied to Judge 
Hutcheson, at Houston, for an in- 
junction against the company, al- 
leging that its conduct violated the 
provisions of the Railway Labor 
Act which guarantees to employes 
the right to organize and be repre- 


sented by agents of their own 
choice. The injunction was 
granted. 

Subsequently Richberg com- 


plained that the company had con- 
tinued its efforts in defiance of the 
injunction, and asked that officers 
of the road be cited for contempt. 
This motion also was granted, and. 
only upon their abject promise to 
behave were the executives saved 
from jail sentences. Nevertheless, 
the company appealed to the Cir- 
cuit Court. of ‘Appeals at New Or- 
leans, where, by a two-to-one de- 
cision, the injunction was upheld. 
The case was then taken to the 
Supreme Court. 


By a curious coincidence it wus 
argued before the Supreme Court 


on the *day the Senate libérals 
opened their attack on Judge 
Parker's “yellow dog” decision. 


Senator Borah made passing refer- 
ence to the fact in the course of 
his speech on Parker. 


Hughes Writes Opinion. 


In the opinion, written by Chief 
Justice Hughes, the court declared 
that it entertained no doubt of the 
constitutional authority to Con+ 
gress to prohibit interference or 
coercion of employes by a railroad 
company in connection with their 
efforts to be represented by their 
own agents. 


“The power to regulate inter- 
state commerce,” is said, “is the 
power to enact all appropriate leg- 
islation for its protection and ad-' 
vancement, to adopt measures to 
promote its growth and insure its 
safety, to foster, . protect, control 
and restrain. Exercising this au- 
thority, Congress may facilitate 
amicable settlement of disputes 
which threaten the service of the 
necessary agencies of interstate 
transportation.

“Congress was not required to 
ignore this right of employes, but 


make their appropriate collective 
action an instrument of peace rath- 
er than that of‘strife. Such col- 
lective action would be a mockery 
if representation were made futile 
by interference with freedom. of 
choice. Thus the prohibition by 
Congress of interference with con- 
ference between employes and em- 
ployers, instead of being an inva- 
sion of the constitutional right of 
either, was based on the recogni- 
tion of the rights of both.’ 

The company hadecomplained 
that the injunction was unwar- 
ranted, since no property right was 
endangered. In rejecting this 
claim, the Court said: 

“If it could be said that it was 
necessary in the present instance 
to show a property interest on the 
part of the employes in order to 
justify the Court in granting the 
injunction, we are of the opinion 
that there was such an _ interest, 
with respect to the selection of 
representatives to confer with the 
employer in relation to contracts of 
service.”’ 

Although the injunction was 
granted expressly under the terms 
of the railway labor act, the lan- 
guage of the Supreme Court's opin- 
ion is so broad that concelvably it 
might be invoked as a precedent 
for enjoining any employer from 
coercing employes into joining a 


fering with their efforts to choose 
their own representatives. The 
case is out of the few in which 
the injunction power has been em- 
ployed against any employer in a 
labor dispute. 7 
Richberg, who is in Washington, 
said last night that it constituted 
“one of the most signal victories 
ever won.in the courts by organ- 
ized labor.” 

The Court's declaration that the 
right of labor to choose its own 
representatives constitutes a prop- 
erty right, entitled to the protec- 
tion of the courts, is of “singular 
importance,” he said.

A. previous Congress 
passed the Norris bill, but Presi- 
dent CoHidge gave it a pocket veto.

WASHINGTON, May 37.—A 
modified law enforcement commis- 
sion program to expedite prohibi- 
tion enforcement and relieve Fed- 
‘eral Court congestion by defiring 
misdemeanors under the Jones law 
and authorizing their summary 
prosecution before United | States 
Commissioners was approved by 
the House Judiciary Committee 
yesterday. 

After ‘four months of delibera- 
tion, the committee agreed on thres 
bills designed to-carry out the com- 
mission’s recommendattons. 

The measures were aprroved in 
a supplemental report submitted by 
Chairman George W. Wickersham 
of the commission and Attorney- 
General Mitchell, 

However, the bills do not grant 
broad discretionary powers to Dis- 
trict Attorneys and United States 
Commissioners as Originally rec- 
ommended in the report submitted 
to Congress in January by Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

The Stobbs bill to amend =_ the 
‘Jones law to fix the maximum 
punishment for misdemeanor viola- 
tions at six months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $500 defines a mis- 
demeanant as one who is not a 
habitual violator and who has in 
his possession, sells or transports 
not more than a gallon of liquor. 

Definition of Felony. 

The first of the other two bills 
by Representative Christopherson 
(Rep.), South Dakota, amends the 
United States code, defining a fel- 
ony as an offense which may call 
for punishment of not less than a 
year’s imprisonment, and misde- 
meanors calling for a maximum 
penalty of six months In jail, a 
$500 fine or poth. : 

Under the second Christopherson 
bill, summary prosecution of of- 
fenses defined as misdemeanors 
undér the Stobbs amendment and 
the-first Christopherson amend- 
ment, is authorized before United 
States Commissioners. 

It authorizes prosecution by com- 
plaint or dniformation without a 
jury, but sets out that a Federal 
Judge njust confirm or disapprove 
the Commissionérs® recommenda-

The story of nickel, the Cinder- 
ella of metals, will be broadcast 
over KWE at 8 o'clock. The pro- 
gram will be one of the series of 
Westinghouse Salutes to indus- 
tries. A, J. Wadhans, manager of 
nickel development'and research 
for the nickel’ industry, will be the 
speaker. 

A word and tonal picture will be 
‘given telling how the Germans 
first found a whitish metal several 
centuries ago in a new copper 
mine, Its hardness and brittleness 
made it useless to them. For cen- 
turies it was called “kupfer nick- 
el” or “devil's copper.” The real 
value of nickel was discovered by 
accident when anmbengineer, seeking 
@ metal for use. in_ steel alloy, 
found the secret in a Smithsonian 
Institute. meteor.
